Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  report 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  i960. 

The  year  was  one  of  steady  routine  work  in  the 
Department  with  no  really  outstanding  events  to  record. 

As  the  population  of  the  area  has  increased  in 
recent  years,  so  has  the  amount  of  day  to  day  work 
passing  through  the  Health  Department. 

The  appointment  in  June  of  John  Hanson  as  full 
time  General  Clerk  to  the  Department  has  supplied  a  long 
folt  need,  and  has  assisted  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
greatly  in  freeing  him  for  more  outside  work. 

One  interesting  point  is  the  rise  of  births  in 
the  District  from  175  in  1959  to  220  in  i960.  Between 
1956  and  1957  there  was  a  step  up  of  34  births,  this  time 
the  step  up  is  45.  This  will  be  mainly  attributable  to  the 
amount  of  new  building  in  the  area  and  young  married 
couples  coming  into  occupation. 

The  Death  Rate  is  fractionally  up  on  that  for  1959 
but  the  advent  of  new  life  compensates  many  times  for  this. 

It  has  still  to  be  noted  however,  that  our  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  compares  unfavourably  with  that  for  England 
and  Wales  as  a  whole,  and  that  this  has  occurred  entirely 
in  the  neo-natal  period  (first  month).  The  matter  of 
Congenital  Malformations  and  Prematurity,  which  account 
for  nearly  all  these  deaths,  is  the  subject  of  current 
research  work. 
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Measles  (36  oases)  and  Scarlet  Fever  (13  cases) 
constitute  the  main  amount  of  notifiable  infectious  illness 
during  the  year.  The  six  CuS  es  of  dysentery  were  part  of  an 
outbreak  in  a  school  outside  the  Urban  District  but  we re 
resident  in  it. 

We  have  during  the  year  started  talcing  some  random 
samples  of  tap  water  in  the  District,  and  sending  them  to 
the  Laboratory  for  examination.  Fifty  two  of  these  were 
submitted  with  forty  eight  satisfactory  results  and  four 
unsatisfactory. 

My  thanks  are  again  due  to  my  colleagues  in  the 
Health  Department  for  unfailing  support,  to  the  Clerk  to  the 
Council,  and  to  you  Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  your  interest.

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  responsible  mainly  for 
the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  tuberculosis,  and  the  County  Counoil 
for  the  prevention  and  control  of  the  disease. 

A  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  is  employed  by  the  County 
Council,  and  Hospital  and  Chest  Clinic  facilities  are  provided 
by  the  Blackpool  and  Fylde  Hospital  Management  Committee. 
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Control  Of  Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases 


A  thorough  investigation  is  made  on  the  occurrence 
of  a  case  of  Notifiable  Disease,  and  where  necessary  specimens 
of  vomit  and  faeces  are  collected  and  forwarded  to  the 
Laboratory  for  analysis. 

Disinfectant  fluid  is  issued  to  cases  of  infectious 
diseases;  and  terminal  disinfection,  by  fumigation  is  carried 
out  when  necessary  and  on  request.

Clinic  and  Treatment  Centres

General  cases  are  admitted  to  Blackpool  Victoria  and 
We sham  Park  Hospitals,  of  the  Blackpool  and  Fylde  Hospital 
Management  Committee;  and  the  Preston  Royal  Infirmary  of  the 
Preston  and  Chorley  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

The  Devonshire  Road  Hospital,  Blackpool,  is  used  for 
infectious  disease  cases;  tuberculosis  cases  use  the  Elswick 
Sanatorium,  and  smallpox  cases  go  to  the  Ainsworth  Smallpox 
Hospital  near  Bury,  which  is  under  the  management  of  the 
Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board. 


Ambulance  Facilities 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  administers  the  Ambulance 
Service. 

The  nearest  ambulance  station  is  at  Thornton  and  ambulances 
for  Poult on-le -Fylde  are  obtained  either  from  this  station  or 
from  Fleetwood, 

At  Thornton  an  ambulance  dual  purpose  vehicle  and  car 
are  on  call;  an  ambulance  and  car  are  available  at  Fleetwood.

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Fylde  Water  Board,  of  which  Poulton-le -Fylde  is  a 
constituent  authority,  provides  a  plentiful  and  excellent 
supply  of  water  from  their  gathering  grounds  at  Grisedale 
and  Stocks. 

During  i960  new  connections  were  made  to  224  new  houses, 
from  public  mains  supply, 

A  total  of  4466  houses  was  supplied  from  public  mains 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Only  one  house  in  the  Town  obtains  water  from  a  private 
supply. 

On  1st  April  i960,  regrouping  of  the  undertaking  took 
place  when  the  Blackburn  and  Fylde  Water  Boards  amalgamated. 

Sampling 

52  samples  of  water  were  taken, for  examination  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  these  were  obtained  from  various 
addresses  about  the  town. 

48  of  the  samples  were  satisfactory.  4  unsatisfactory. 

HOUSING  CONDITIONS 

The  standard  of  housing  in  the  town  is  good,  the  district 
having  a  high  proportion  of  new  properties.  A  number  of  the 
older  houses  are  unfit  and  will  require  attention  under  the 
Housing  Acts. 

The  majority  of  minor  housing  defects  discovered  were 
remedied  by  informal  action. 

Overcrowding 

Some  overcrowding  of  dwellings  occurred  in  the  District, 
and  it  was  necessary  for  the  Council  to  evict  two  families 
who  were  overcrowding  a  Council  House 

The  principal  cause  appeared  to  be  young  married  families 
living  with  their  parents. 

Approximately  80  applicants  were  on  the  waiting  list  for 
Council  Houses;  half  of  these  were  for  2  or  3  bedroomed  houses 
and  half  for  bungalows. 

Private  Building 

During  the  year  219  houses  and  5  flats  were  erected  and 
more  families  from  outside  areas  became  resident  in  Poult on-le-

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  report  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspector  for  I960. 


The  Councils  scheme  for  seouring  the  clearance  of  shades 
from  the  Normoss  area,  was  further  implemented  and  eight  more  of 
these  sub-standard  dwellings  were  demolished,  at  the  time  of 
writing  this  area  has  ceased  to  be  the  major  problem  it  onoe  was, 
the  site  is  now  available  for  development,  for  housing  purposes. 

With  the  assistance  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Servioe, 
who  send  a  vehiole  to  collect  samples  on  one  half  day,  eaoh  week, 
a  start  was  made  on  the  routine  sampling  of  water  supplies,  ice -ore am 
and  other  foods,  it  is  a  cause  of  regret  that  more  of  these  samples 
could  not  be  taken,  as  the  one  half  day  allotted  did  not  give 
sufficient  time  for  their  collection. 

A  great  deal  of  time  was  once  more  devoted  to  the  inspection 
of  carcases  of  meat  at  the  two  local  slaughterhouses.  The  number  of 
animals  dealt  with  was  the  greatest  since  decontrol  was  affected  in 
1954>  during  i960  more  than  1,000  carcases  were  inspected  than  in 
1959.  It  was  again  necessary  to  be  in  attendance  on  Saturdays, 

Sundays  and  Bank  Holidays. 

Following  meetings  with  the  owners  of  the  local  slaughterhouse 
the  Council’s  Slaughterhouse  Report  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  in  September,  this  was  later 
approved,  and  the  Council’s  suggestion  that  the  new  Slaughterhouse 
Regulations  should  operate  from  1st  January  1963,  confirmed. 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  i960,  oame 
into  force  during  the  year,  ten  applications  were  made  by  operators 
of  existing  sites,  for  site  licenses.  The  Council’s  recommendations 
relating  to  these  sites  were  submitted  to  the  Planning  Department  of 
the  Lancashire  County  Council. 

John  Hanson  was  appointed  to  the  position  of  Clerk  in  the 
Department,  in  June.  I  record  my  appreciation  of  his  willing 
assistance. 


The  interest  taken  by  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  in  the 

work  of  the  Department  was  a  groat  encouragement.  I  thank  the 

Chairman  of  the  Committee  and  Dr.  c.  Robertson  Wilson,  for  their 

unfailing  support,  and  members  of  the  Town  Hall  Staff  for  ready

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


The  Cleansing  Service  is  under  the  oontrol  of  the 
Engineer  and  Surveyor  who  supplied  the  following  information. 

Collection  of  refuse 


This  was  effected  by  means  of  two  vehicles.,  one  working 
full  time  and  the  other  three  days  per  week, 

A  weekly  collection  of  refuse  was  undertaken. 

Disposal 

Refuse  was  taken  to  the  Council's  tip  at  Skippool 
Marsh  and  deposited  in  layers.  A  workman  controlled  and 
levelled  the  tipping. 

This  tip  is  rapidly  being  filled,  and  a  new  tipping 
site  will  have  to  be  brought  into  use. 

Proposals  are  in  hand  for  a  scheme  of  land  reclamation 
on  the  river  bank,  by  filling  in  an  area  of  land  behind  an 
embankment , with  domestic  refuse. 

During  19^0  approximately  4*750  dustbins  were  emptied 
every  week.
